The  remaining  part  of  the  male  population  is  chiefly  engaged  either 
in  agriculture — a large  part  of  your  area  being  agricultural  land — or  in 
rrdlway  work.  The  female  population,  generally  speaking,  undertake 
liousehold  duties,  there  being  no  great  demand  in  the  district  for  any 
female  labour.

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The  continued  unemploj-nient  in  your  distric*,is,  as  1 have 
frequently  pointed  out,  having  a deletrious  effect  upon  the  health  and 
physical  condition  among  the  adult  and  adolescent  niemhers  and 
children  of  the  population.  It  is  impossible  for  those  families  the  head 
of  which  is  either  unemployed  or  on  a very  low  wage  to  have  the 
necessary  and  essential  articles  of  food  which  go  to  make  up  a proper 
and  complete  diet. 

I’he  most  perfect  food  having  the  correct  constituents  in  proper 
proportions  is  milk.  The  representatives  of  -the  Ministry  of  Health  and 
the  B.M.A.  state  that  it  is  a highly  nutritious  food  for  the  child  and 
the  nursing  and  expectant  mother.  The  average  consurai)tion  of  milk 
in  this  country  is  3 pints  per  head  per  week,  and  in  the  H.S.A.  5i  pints. 

ft  is  known  that  fresh  food  is  what  is  I’equired  to  bring  the 
nutrition  of  the  population  up  to  the  standard,  and  surely  in  this 
country  such  fresh  food  can  be  produced.

On  November  18th,  1935,  your  C'ouncil  passed  a resolution  that  as 
from  .Tanuarj'  1st,  19.36,  the  fees  paid  for  the  rents  of  the  various 
buildings  used  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  purposes  wei’e  to  be 
as  follows : —

1 bis  arrangement  has  been  accepted  by  all  the  authorities  in 
control  of  the  various  buildings. 

AKTIFICIAL  SUNLIGHT  CLINIC. 

'I’liis  t.’linic  is  held  twice  weekly  at  Grconmeadow,  Coity  Road, 
Bridgend.  During  the  year  69  cases  were  treated,  and  these  made 
661  attendances. 

'Fhc  diseases  treated  were: — 

Debility,  31.  Puny  Children,  11.  Rickets,  10.  Bronchitis,  11. 
Asthma,  2.  Anmmia,  1.  Tuberculosis  of  the  Cervical  Glands  1. 
Malnutrition,  2.  ’ 
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or  the  69  cases,  21  were  iiTegular  in  atteiiltnce,  7 showed  no 
iiniirovement,  24  were  considerably  improved,  and  17  showed  very 
marked  improvement.  Of  those  cases  who  attondcKl  i-egnlarly  15  i)er 
cent,  showed  no  improvement,  50  per  cent,  considerable  improvement, 
and  35  per  cent,  marked  improvement. 

4'he  amount  spent  on  ’bus  faros  during  1937  for  patients  attending 
the  Artificial  Sunlight  Clinic  was  £16  18s.  3d. 


(e)  HOSPITALS. 

A number  of  Hospitals  are  made  use  of  by  the  inhabitajits  of  the 
disti'ict.  Those  Hospitals  not  giv’en  in  the  following  li.st  which  are 
mostly  used  are:  (1)  The  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary;  (2)  The  Port  Talbot 
Distiict  General  Hospital;  (3)  Maesteg  IMaternity  Home. 

Arrangements,  . I believe,  are  being  made  whereby  more  patients 
will  be  able  to  be  treated  at  the  Bridgend  Infirmary,  and  this  will  do 
away  with  the  necessity  for  so  many  being  treated  at  Cardiff  as  at 
present. 

(3)  (1)  MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 

Eighteen  midwives  are  practising  within  the  area  of  your  Council. 
None  are  emplo3'ed  by  3'our  Council,  or  directl.y  subsidised  b.v  j-our 
Council,  but  three  are  employed  by  Voluntary  Associations. 

Maternity  cases  from  the  district,  bj'  special  arrangement,  can  be 
sent  into  the  Bridgend  Maternity  Home,  and  below  are  the  regulations 
and  scale  of  chai’ges  deckled  upon  bj'  the  Council : — 


(1)  Regulations: 

(a)  The  income  to  be  con.sidered  shoidd  be  the  net  income  after 

deducting  rent; 

(b)  Where  the  income  to  the  home  is  £2  and  under,  no  charge 

should  be  made ; 

(c)  From  all  income  in  excess  of  £2  a deduction  of  4s.  should  be 

made  for  each  child,  and  twice  the  balance  remaining 
should  be  the  amount  to  be  repaid  to  the  (^ouncil. 

(d)  This  payment  should  be  the  full  and  final  amount  which 

.should  be  demanded,  irrespective  of  the  perioil  for  which 
the  i)atient  remains  in  the  Home ; 

(c)  Persons  earning  an  income  of  £4  or  over  should  pay  the  full 
fees.

(e)  Diseases  or  illness  from  which  mother  has  suffered. 

(f)  The  difficulty  or  otherwise  of  previous  confinements,  and 

help  I’equired  at  all  such  confinements. 

The  midwife  in  attendance  upon  the  case  is  interviewed,  and  the 
following  particidars  obtained : — 

(1)  Number  of  visits  made  by  midwife  previous  to  labour  com- 

mencing. 

(2)  Number  of  times  urine  was  examined,  and  the  results 

thereof. 

(3)  The  results  of  anj^  ante-natal  examinations. 

The  medical  practitioner  in  attendance  upon  the  case  is  visited,  and 
any  particulars  given  bj'  him  in  regard  to  the  case  are  noted. 

A form  giving  in  detail  an  account  of  each  case  is  sent  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER  AND  PUERPERAL  PYREXIA.

During  the  year,  Ijy  arrangement  with  the  Glamorgan  Eduation 
Committee,  110  cases  received  Dental  Treatment;  of  these  cases,  39 
were  children  under  five  years  of  age,  and  71  were  expectant  or 
nursing  mothers.

(iii.)  HEALTH  VISITORS. 

I'hree  full-time  Health  Visitors  are  employed,  and  hy  arrangement 
with  the  Bridgend  Ui'han  District  Council,  two-thirds  of  the  time  of  a 
fourth  Health  Visitor  is  also  available. 

As  soon  as  possible  after  each  child  (whose  birth  has  been  notified) 
has  reached  the  age  of  10  days,  the  home  is  visited  by  one  of  the  Health 
Visitors.  I'hereafter  a visit  is  paid  everj'  four  weeks  until  the  child  has 
i-eached  the  age  of  three  months.  From  three  months  onwards  to  five 
years  of  age,  the  child  is  visited  once  every  three  months. 

The  above  applies,  of  course,  only  in  ca.ses  where,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Health  Visitor,  the  child  is  making  satisfactoi-j'  x^rogress. 

In  those  cases  where  the  Health  Visitor  or  the  jMedical  Officer  of  the 
apjjropriate  Infant  Welfare  Centre  thinks  that  more  frequent  visits  are 
necessary,  this  is  done.  If  requested  by  the  jMedical  Practitioners,  more 
visits  are  joaid  in  special  cases. 


(iv.)  INFANT  LIFE  PROTECTION  (under  Part  I.  of  the  Children  Act, 
1908,  as  Amended  by  the  Children  and  Young  Persons  Act,  1932). 

T'he  Local  Authority  advertised  that  in  their  area  the  iMetlical  Officer 
of  Health  was  to  be  the  person  to  whom  notices  under  Part  I.  of  the  Act 
must  be  sent.  The  Health  Visitors  employed  by  your  Council  were 
appointed  Infant  Protection  Visitors  under  Part  I.  of  the  Children  Act. 

The  Health  Visitors  make  visits  to  all  knoxni  cases  at  regular 
intervals  until  the  children  have  reached  the  age  of  nine  years. 

A register  of  all  children  coming  within  the  scope  of  the  Act  is  kept. 

No  xirosecutions  were  found  to  be  necessary  during  193( . 

At  the  commencement  of  1937,  there  were  two  children  on  the 
register,  and  dui'ing  the  j'ear  one  was  adopted  for  payment,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  two  .still  on  the  regi.ster— one  having  l)eon 
returned  to  its  mother.

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  was  established  in  1920,  and  took 
over  the  various  water  undertakings,  and  started  to  function  on  the 
1st  Januaryj  1921. 

The  Water  Board  have  carried  out  the  following  works : 

The  Rural  Supply  Schemes  of  the 
Board,  carried  out  under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  Act,  1934,  have 
now  been  completed.  The  mains  of  the  Board  are  now  laid  within 
every  parish  of  the  Penybont  Rural  District  Council,  with  the  exception 
of  Sker.  The  final  portion  of  the  Rural  Supply  Scheme  was  carried 
out  during  the  year  1936,  and  included  the  following  main  extensions:— -

Main  and  Installation  of  Third  Set  of  Pumps 
at  Schwyll.  This  work  is  completed.  It  is  possible  to  pump  three 
million  gallons  of  Avater  per  daj'  from  Schwyll.  The  maximum  amount 
pumped  in  anj^  one  day  dui’ing  the  drought  was  li  million  gallons. 

Protection  of  Gathering  Grounds,  etc.  A scheme  has  been  sanc- 
tioned by  the  IMinistiy,  ajid  has  noAV  commenc-ed,  for  carrying  water 
from  the  Dymbath  Intakes  to  a Filtration  Plant  at  Llangeinor 
Reservoir  Site.  This  Scheme,  when  completed,  should  remedy  the 
existing  cau.se  of  complaint  of  dirty  water  after  stormy  weather  in  the 
Bi-yncethin,  Tondu  and  Aberkenfig  Districts. 

T’he  Avater  supply  has  lieen  satisfactory  in  quantity,  and  the  quality 
remains  very  much  the  same  as  it  has  been  for  some  years. 

Samples  of  Avater  Avere  taken  at  irregular  intervals  for  analysis. 
Eighteen  were  examined  bacteriologicall.y  and  six  chemically ; including 
two  sami)les  taken  foll()\A"ing  ui)on  the  i'ecei|)t  of  a notification  of  typhoid 
fever.  Neither  of  thc.se  samples  shoAAcd  any  contamination  or  the 
presence  of  typhoid  bacilli.

A soft,  neutral  water.  The  chemical  and  microscopical  characters 
show  no  evidence  of  any  organic  contamination. 

The  Sch^vyll  Pumping  Station  was  opened  in  July,  1932.  The  plant 
installed  here  should  ensure  an  abundant  and  pure  supply  in  the  whole 
of  the  Board’s  area  where  mains  have  been  laid. 


The  V ater  Boaid  have  presented  a scheme  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  with  a view  of  providing  for  a filtration  system  on  the  Dynibath 
supplies. 


The  northern  part  of  the  district  is  the  Parish  of  Llangynwyd 
Middle,  consisting  cf  the  villages  of  Llangynwyd,  Cwmfelin,  and 
Pontrhydycyff.  The  sources  of  supply  are  two  in  number,  known  as 
Waunorest  and  Troedrhiwj  both  are  collected  from  mountain  land  on 
the  coal  measures  into  settling  tanks,  and.  from  these  by  means  of 
cast-iron  mams  to  the  villages.  The  water  is  not  filtered,  and  is  of 
a very  soft  character.  Analysts’  reports,  covering  many  years,  give 
the  water  as  being  of  a high  grade  of  purity.  The  supply  is  ample, 
ami  at  no  time  of  drought  is  there  a shortage.

These  parishes  are  jointly  provided  with  a supply,  first  from  Pent- 
wyn,  on  the  Tondn  mountain ; the  supply  has  since  l)een  aiiKmented 
by  a l)nlk  supply  from  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Hoard,  and  additional 
sf.urces  have  also  been  secured  from  Cefn-Carfan,  Heolycyw  and 
Ch'lcandy.  A shortage  is  exi>erienced  during  times  of  drought  at  some 
of  the  high  levels. 

TONDU  ANM)  ABERKENFIG  MAINS.  j 

Nearly  2,000  yards  of  6-inch  cast-iron  mains  have  been  laid  in 
Jfridgend  Road  and  Maesteg  Road,  Aberkenfig,  to  replace  defective 
mains ; and  over  2,000  yards  cf  3-inch  and  4-inch  mains  in  the  side 
streets  off  the  new  main  to  replace  the  small  existing  mains.  The  new 
mains  have  provided  an  increased  pressure  throughout  the  district,  and 
have  pi-ovide<l  a better  system  of  washing  out  the  mains.  Extensions 
have  been  carried  oxit  to  Mount  Pleasant,  and  450  yards  of  li-inch 
asbestos  pipe  have  been  laid  at  Park  Slip  Cottages.  Aberkenfig. 

HRYNCETHIN  AND  BRYNCOOH  (.ST.  BHTDES  MINOR). 

The.se  villages  are  supplied  direct  from  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water 
Boai’d  mains,  and  have  an  ample  supply. 

The  hamlet  of  Heol-laethog,  consisting  of  32  houses,  has  now  a 
supply  from  the  Board.

This  parish  is  supplied  from  wells,  hut  it  is  within  reasonable 
distance  to  have  mains  extended,  either  from  the  Pencoed  supply  or 
from  the  Coity  supply,  which  extends  as  far  as  Bimonstone. 

EWENNY. 

This  parish  is  supi)lied  in  bulk  by  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board ; 
the  part  known  as  Corntown  is  .still  dependent  upon  springs. 


ST.  BRIDES  MAJOR. 

The  upper  part  of  the  village  is  dependent  upon  a deep  well.  The 
lower  part  has  a service  from  the  Southerndown  Reservoir.  The 
Southerndown  and  Ogmore  parts  of  this  parish  are  supplied  by  the 
^lid-Glamorgan  Water  Board.  This  is  pumped  from  the  Schwyll 
Springs  to  a service  reservoir,  situated  at  Heol-y-Mynydd  from  which 
distributing  mains  are  laid  to- all  the  houses  and  bungalows,  and  also 
Dunraven  Castle. 

A 6-inch  main  and  3-inch  branches  have  been  laid  in  the  village  of 
St.  Brides  Major,  and  houses  are  being  connected  to  the  new  mains. 

Notices  have  been  served  by  your  Council,  as  Sanitary  Authority, 
to  all  property  owners  to  connect  a water  supply  from  the  Boaixi’s 
mains. 


MERTHYRAIAWR. 

The  village  is  supplied  from  the  Schwyll  Springs.  The  supply  is  a 
private  one,  and  was  provided  by  the  late  Col.  J.  I.  D.  Nicholl. 

RYLE  AND  TYTHEGSTON  HIGHER. 

'liiese  parishes  are  jointly  supplied,  orginally  by  Garw  Water; 
the  Tnysawdre  and  Newcastle  Higher  mains,  and  thence  to  Cefn 
C ribbwr,  Kenfig  Hill  and  Ryle.  The  developments  at  Tondu  and 
Aljerkenfig  caused  this  sui)ply  to  fall  short  of  the  requii-ements,  and 
a now  source  of  sui>ply  was  obtained  from  Cwm  Kenfig,  situated  in 
tbe  Margam  range  of  mountains.  The  area  is  now  further  augmented 
l)y  a supply  from  Llangeinor  reservoir,  which  is  supplied  from  sources 
in  the  Ogrnore  and  Garw  valleys.  From  here,  a 9-inch  main  is  laid 
to  a one-and-a-lialf  million  gallon  reservoir  at  Cefn  Cribbwr  for  Kenfig 
tlill,  yle,  etc.  Three  bundrcHl  and  twenty-five  yards  of  3-inch  C f 
mam  have  been  laid  at  Beach  Road,  Ryle. 


LALESTON. 

I’his  village  is  supplied  from  the  Board’s  main.  The  part  situated 
on  Cefn  Cribbwr  is  supplied  from  the  Pyle  and  Tythegston  Higher 
main,  and  Fforddygyfraith  is  now  also  supplied  by  the  Board. 


COHN  ELLY. 


A 6-inch  main  in  Blue  Street,  North  Cornellj',  now  supplies  all  the 
houses. 


PENYFAI. 


The  supply  for  this  district  has  been  impi-oved  by  the  purchase  of 
a pi’ivate  cast-iron  water  main,  and  also  a new  main  was  laid.  This 
has  considerably  improved  the  supply  for  this  village.

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Proposals  have  been  submitted  to  the  Ministi-y  of  Health  by  the 
Hoard  for  the  treatment  of  water  at  all  the  sources  of  supply  not  now 
treated.  This  scheme  will  be  costlj’  and  it  is  hoped  that  assistance 
will  be  obtained  from  the  Special  Areas  Fund. 

The  following  sources  of  supply  are  already  treated : — 

1.  Sell wy  11 — by  Chlorination. 

2.  Xantymoel  Low  Level — by  Filtration  and  Chlorination. 

3.  Dymbath  Source — by  Filtration. 

Sixty-five  samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  54 
samples  for  chemical  examination  were  taken  by  the  Board  during  1937. 

(2)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

In  certain  parts  of  your  district,  there  are  sewerage  schemes  which 
are  satisfactory.  In  other  parts,  owing  to  the  absence  of  sewers,  pail 
closets  or  privy  middens  are  used. 

The  number  of  pail  closets  in  recent  years  has  been  considerably 
diminished  owing  to  recent  schemes  undertaken  by  your  Council  at 
Pencoed,  Heolj’cyw  and  Penyfai. 

Extensions  of  sewers  have  been  carried  out  to  drain  twelve  new 
bungalows  at  Litchard  Terrace.  Extension  of  sewers  are  in  course 
of  con.struction  at  Litchard  Cross  to  drain  lay-out  of  land  for  building.

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 


The  chief  rivers  in  the  district  are  the  Llynfi  and  Ogniore. 

The  Llynfi  rises  in  the  Maesteg  Valley  and  flows  through  the  upper 
part  of  your  district,  receiving  tributaries  from  the  Gadlys  valley, 
from  Cwm-Nant-Gwyn  and  the  Kenfig  brook  at  the  junction  of  the 
Ogniore  and  Llynfi  rivers  below  Brynmenj-n.  This  stream  receives 
the  coal  washings  of  the  pits  in  the  Maesteg  Valley,  and  also  the  sewage 
effluent  from  the  Maesteg  U.D.  Council  works,  and  the  effluent  from 
your  Council  works  at  Troedyrhiwgarth.  At  Kenfig  Hill,  there  is  a 
brook  at  Nant-craig-y-Aber,  which  is  really  the  overflow  of  the 
Porthcawl  AVater  Works.  The  Cwm  Kenfig  brook  divides  Kenfig  Hill 
and  Pyle  parishes  from  the  Port  Talbot  Borough. 

The  Ewenny  River  rises  at  the  east-most  point  of  your  district, 
and  joins  the  Ogniore  River  at  Merthyrmawr.  The  Ewenny  has  a 
tributarj'  which  joins  it  near  Castle-upon-Alum.  The  Ewenny,  during 
its  course,  receives  crude  sewage  from  a few  houses,  c.g.  at  Pencoed. 
The  Ogniore  River  is  a continuation  of  the  two  main  streams  in  the 
Ogniore  and  Garw  Urban  Oistrict.  It  pa.sses  through  Tondu  and 
Abcrkenfig,  and,  after  flowing  some  distance,  it  passes  through  the 
town  of  Bridgend,  and  again  into  your  district,  ultimately  discharging 
into  the  Bristol  Channel.  'I'his  stream  receives  the  coal  washings  of 
several  collieries,  and  the  .sewage  effluent  of  the  Ogniore  and  Garw 
Urban  District  Council,  and  that  portion  of  Gilfach  Goch  termed 
Fvanstown.

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

1 would  suggest  that  in  the  near  future,  your  Council  pay  particular 
attention  to  the  re-organising  of  the  scavenging  of  your  district.  ITie 
majority  of  the  scavenging  carts  are  unsatisfactoi-j’.  The  utensils  used 
by  many  of  the  householders  are  inefficient.  To  i)roperly  scavenge 
the  district,  a number  of  motor-lorries,  ijrobably  about  four,  with 
properly  constructed  covers,  would,  I believe,  scavenge  the  whole  of 
5’our  district.  These  could  remove  the  refuse  satisfactorily,  and 
without  nuisance,  to  a central  destructor,  where  the  refuse  could  be 
got  rid  of.  In  this  way,  the  scavenging  could  be  carried  on  without 
creating  unsightlj'  dumps  and  with  little  or  no  risk  to  the  general  public 
health. 

The  Council  collect  refuse  in  the  following  parishes  three  times 
weekly,  and  provide  modern  motor  refuse  collecting  vehicles,  with 
proper  covers  for  the  purposes.

In  c-onnection  with  scavenging,  I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  sooner 
refuse  is  removed,  the  better  it  is  for  the  health  of  the  public,  as  any 
saving  made  by  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  weekly  collections  may 
probably  be  gained  at  too  great  cost.  The  ideal  method,  of  course, 
is  that  the  refuse  should  be  kept  in  a covered  bin,  and  removed  daily  in 
a covered  cai-t  or  lorry.  There  should  be  no  uncovered  large  bins  in 
your  district,  although  I realise  yours  is  a scattered  niral  district.

The  conditions  under  which  milk  is  produced  show  slow  improvement 
during  the  year. 

The  ^lilk  and  Dairies  Order,  which  came  into  force  on  October  1st, 
1926,  has  had  a beneficial  effect.  There  are  to  my  mind  no  unreasonable 
j-equirements  contained  in  it,  its  chief  aims  being  cleanliness  and  proper 
methods  to  be  adopted  so  as  to  ensure  the  safety  of  the  public  health.

Frequent  samples,  not  only  of  the  above-mentioned  supplies,  but 
of  all  the  supplies  being  produced  in  or  reaching  your  district,  are 
taken.  It  is  very  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  Analj'sis  is,  in  almost 
every  case,  satisfactor.y.  In  the  few  instances  where  the  bacterial 
content  is  higher  than  it  should  he,  steps  are  taken  to  try  and  bring 
about  an  improvement. 

Six  samples  were  also  specially  examined  for  Tubercle  Bacilli,  and 
all  were  found  to  be  negative. 

Although  the  price  of  Graded  iMilk  is  one  penny  per  quart  higher 
than  the  ordinary  milk,  the  demand  for  it  has  been  such  that  the 
herds  have  had  to  be  increased.  Although  dear  in  price,  I am 
convinced  that  its  keeping  qualities  make  it  cheaper  for  those  who 
have  to  consider  economy.  The  taste  of  this  milk  is  one  of  its 
recommendations.  Milk  is  jirobably  the  finest  food  that  can  be  given 
to  children,  if  they  can  be  i>ersuaded  to  take  it,  and  1 find  that  clean 
milk  is  more  readil.v  consumed  by  children.  I would  again  point  out 
that  milk  sold  in  bottles  is  not  necessarily  clean  milk,  and  unless  there 
is  at  the  place  where  the  milk  is  bottled  a sterilising  apparatus,  it 
is  not,  in  my  opinion,  achnsable  or  safe  to  bottle  milk.

Hegular  iiLspection  of  all  slaughter-houses,  shoiDs,  stalls  and  vehicles 
is  carried  out. 

The  supervision  of  the  meat  supply  continues  to  take  up  a 
considerable  portion  of  your  Sanitary  Inspectors’  time.  The  Public 
Health  ileat  Regulations,  1924,  have  undoubtedly  made  the  inspection 
a much  more  thorough  one,  as  well  as  a saving  of  the  officers’  time. 
As  I have  pointed  out  before,  to  a certain  extent  the  benefit  which 
should  be  derived  because  of  these  Regulations  is  minimised  by  certain 
butchers  filling  up  the  forms  so  as  to  include  each  day  of  the  week  as 
a day  upon  which  thej'  intend  to  slaughter. 

A Public  Abattoir*  for  the  district  is  the  best  way  to  ensure  a 
safe  meat  supply  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  district.

'J’here  were  two  prosecutions,  one  for  selling  milk  containing  added 
water,  and  one  for  selling  milk  deficient  in  milk  fat,  resulting  in  the 
former  being  fined  and  the  latter  being  ordered  to  pay  costs. 

(d)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Foods. 

All  this  work  is  done  at  the  Cardiff  and  County  Laboratory, 
samples  of  graded  and  ordinary  milks  being  e.xamined  monthly. 

(e)  Nutrition. 

Advice  is  given  at  the  various  Infant  Velfare  and  Ante-Natal 
Centres  in  regard  to  the  nutritive  value  of  foodstuffs.  Small  leaflets 
and  hooks  are  kept  at  these  centres  and  distributed  to  the  mothers  who 
attend.  Lectures  wore  gi\en  and  films  shown  in  five  iiarts  of  the 
distiict.

I’HKVALENCF  t)F,  AND  CONTUOL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DlSEASFii. 

i'he  nuuil)or  of  ca.ses  of  infectious  di.sea.se  notified  during  1937  was- 
practically  the  .same  in  all  ca.ses  as  in  1936.  It  will  lx?  seen  froint 
the  api)roprinte  tables  the  numlx?r  that  occurred. 


PARTICULARS  OF  SCHOOLS  1937 
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Scarlet  fever  ^the  beginning  of  the  year  was  comparatively  mild, 
but  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  the  cases  were  more  severe,  and 
some  showed  complications  which  have  been  absent  for  many  years. 
The  average  length  of  stay  in  hospital  of  the  scarlet  fever  cases  was 
four  weeks. 

Diphtheria  was  still  prevalent,  and  the  type  of  the  disease  was 
severe.  The  four  cases  which  died,  were  all  cases  which  were  too 
late  in  being  sent  to  hospital.  In  each  case,  death  took  place  from 
toxEemia  very  shortly  after  admittance  to  hospital.  All  the  cases  were 
treated  in  hospital. 

There  was  no  relation  observed  between  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Puerperal  Fever. 

Pneumonia  is,  1 believe,  better  notified  than  it  was  some  years  ago. 

All  cases  of  Malaria  and  Dysentery  are  notified  each  year. 

Some  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  nursed  at  home,  but  as  far  as 
the  accommodation  would  allow,  all  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurring  in 
homes  where  the  necessity  for  removal  was  marked,  were  taken  to 
hospital. 

Section  185  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. — I do  not  believe  that 
any  action  has  been  taken,  but  wherever  possible,  cases  are  taken  or 
if  necessary  sent  to  the  hospitals  of  adjoining  authorities. 

448  persons  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria  and  55  persons 
received  the  first  injection,  and  received  further  treatment  in  1938.  All 
these  cases  were  done  at  the  expense  of  the  Local  Authority.  I 
believe  a few  were  immunised  by  General  Practitioners  at  the  patients’ 
own  expense. 

As  far  as  I am  aware  no  measles  serum  for  prophylaxis  or 
attenuation  was  used. 

Influenza  was  not  prevalent. 

A number  of  cases  of  Malaria  wore  notified  but  all  were  induced 
cases. 

Some  schools  were  swabbed  for  Diphtheria  Carriers,  and  those 
found  were  isolated.  Head  Teachers  are  notified  of  all  cases  of  in- 
fectious diseases. 

The  Hospital  accommodation  is  still  inadequate,  but  new  wards 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Cefn  Hirgoed,  arc  being  built.

Tlie  operations  carried  out  at  refuse  tips  and  seAAmge  disposal  Avorks 
1)A'  gassing,  Avith  the  Clayton  Gassing  Machine,  Avere  most  successful, 
as  no  rats  are  seen  for  some  considerable  time  at  these  places  after 
gassing.
